HE whole Company ſeletted for the Management of the Triumph, 
meet at Seven in the Morning, vs. 

1. The Wardens and Aſſiſtants in Gowns faced with Foyns. 

2. The Livery in Gowns with Budge, and their Hoods. 

3. The Foyns and Budge Batchelors with Gowns and Scarlet Hoods. 

4. Forty Gentlemen Uſhers in Velvet Coats, each a Chain of *Gold about 
his Shoulders, and a white Staff in his Hand. 

5. Thirty other Gentlemen carry.ng Banners and Colours. 

6. The Serjeant-Trumpet wearing two Scarfs, one of the Lord Mayors 
Colours, and the other of the Companies, with 36 more Trumpets, where- 
of 16 are His Majeſty's, | 

7. His Majeſty's Drum-Major, wearing a Scarf of the Company's Co- 
lour, with four more of his Majeſty's Drums and and Fifes. 

$. Seven other Drums and two Fifes with Scartfs. 

9. The two City Marſhals riding on Horſeback, and fix Perſons at- 
tending with Scarfs and Colours of the Companies. 

10. The Foot Marſhal and ſix Attendants with like Scarfs, &c. 

11. The Maſter of Defence and his Retinue in like Scarfs, &«. 

12. Several Penſioners in Gowns and Caps, bearing Standards and 
Banners. | 

r 3. Other Penſioners in Gowns and Caps, carrying each a Javelin in 
one Hand, and Target in the other, having the Arms of the Company's 
Founders and BenefaCtors. 

All theſe Rank'd by the Foot-Marſhail, marching Two by Two, the 
Company's Enſigns leading ; the Penſioners, four Drums, and one Fife, 
and four more Drums and Fifes bring up the Rear of this Diviſion. Aker 
them the Penſioners with Standards; four Trumpets, the Supporters and 
Creſt of the Company, fix Gentlemen Uſhers, then the Budge Batchelors 
concluding the Second Diviſion. Six Trumpets, two Gentlemen, one bear- 
ing the City's, the other the Company's Arms. Then eight Gentlemen 


Uſhers, and next the Foyn Batchelors make the Third Divifion. Two - 


Gentlemen Uſhers _— Banners, two more Gentlemen Uſhers, and 
then the Livery. Next the City Trum then- two Gentlemen bearing 
the City and Lord Mayors Banner. hen the Gentlemen and Court of 
Aſſiſtants, &c. Four Drums, ſix Trumpets, two Gentlemen bearing, Ban- 
ners, four Gentlemen and four Pages, and then the Wardens bring up the 


Rear. 


Macching in this Order they attend his Lordſhip from Gaild-Hal, his Lord- 
ſhip being accompanied from thence by the old Lord Mayor, whence the 
whole Company move through Cheap-ſide to Three-Crane-V} 'harf, where the

His Lordſhip having taken the Oaths before the Barons of the Exchequer, 
returns with the ſame Attendants and Splendor to Dorſet-ſtairs, where, 
at his Landing, he is ſaluted by the Artillery Company, in all their Mar- 
rial Ornaments in Buff and Silver Head-pieces ; and thus, with the whole 

avalcade, moves forward towards Cheap-ſide, In his March, he is firſt 
reccived by this Pageant.
